No Edward VIII Coins 
Dies Destroyed 
Numismatists Wonder Why

(Kditor’s Note — The author of the following desires that it be not pub- 
lished under his name. He is, however, a British subject not domiciled in 
the l.'^nited States.) 

England’s self-exiled ex-King Edward VIII (now Duke of Windsor, rusti- 
cating in Austria) is not to be given the honor of an issue of coins bearing 
his likeness to be sent down to posterity, and many numismatists are won- 
dering why! It is reported that before the abdication, working dies bearing 
the portrait of England’s popular ex-monarch, Edward VIII, were actually 
in existence in each British mint ready to strike new coins, and immediately 
on abdication the Central British Mint authorities were hot on the cables 
to destroy or mark the dies to prevent any specimens at all from being 
struck. Numismatists consider it would have been a graceful act to have 
struck specimen sets at least. It is a common practice to issue coins bear- 
ing the head of the previous monarch until new dies can be prepared. 

When on the throne Edward VIII did much to improve the lot of his 
poorer subjects. He encouraged Anglo-German and Anglo-American friend- 
ship, and, in fact, it was his attraction to America that contributed to his 
abdication. How near it came for an American citizen to share the British 
throne and to appear on British coronation medals! The only British sub- 
ject to appear on American coins was Captain Cook on the Hawaiian coin. 

British numismatists do not take too kindly to the apparent decision of 
some one to obliterate their popular ex-King from the numismatic map of 
the world. It is common knowledge that ex-King Edward VIII and Sir 
Robert Johnston (Deputy Master of the British Mint) had a difference of 
opinion regarding the way in which the royal profile should appear on 
British coins (Readers Digest). Sir Robert Johnston, it is reported, was 
all for the adherence of the old tradition of facing the head of each monarch 
in an opposite direction to the last. Edward, however, asserted his kingly 
prerogative; this was a personal matter and one where he would stand no 
“monkeying.” He knew which way he looked best; he preferred the left 
view, and in any case he “w'as not going to turn his back on his father.” 

Crestfallen officialdom perforce had to obey the kingly command and forge 
new traditions from the crucible of modern democracy. “Away with the 
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barnacles of tradition!” seemed to be the vogue of the moment. “And fur- 
ther,” said the King, “I would prefer more modern reverse designs.” The 
King had won the first round, but influences “over the pond” in the U. S. A. 
were to have an indirect bearing on the final showdown. 

Meantime the mint officials were busy; designers were adjusting them- 
selves to “this modern world.” Edmund Dulac, the designer of the King 
George V poetry medal, 193 5, was commissioned to prepare attractive de- 
signs. According to one press report, the designs proposed were, for the 
half crown, “a seahorse surrounded by waves”; for the florin, “a shamrock, 
thistle and rose growing from a center stem,” and the shilling (or what the 
English call a ‘bob’), “an arrangement of wings.” Goodness knows these 
designs were innocuous enough, but they actually shocked the Designs Com- 
mittee to its foundations. The sheer “originality” swept them off their feet. 
To quote a press report, “. . . shocked by the very novelty for which they 
had been seeking,” the Mint Committee “then decided that Dulac’s designs 
were neither sufficiently British nor sufficiently heraldic,” and eventually 
called in Kruger Gray, a leading British coin designer, to prepare reverse 
designs, while Percy Metcalfe and Paget were commissioned to prepare the 
royal effigy, presumably facing to left in painful opposition to the official 
view of the traditional pose. In due course the designs, both reverse and 
obverse, were born and after approval by Edward were sent all around the 
world to the empire mints in readiness for striking, and it is these dies 
that have been “strangled at birth,” according to reliable reports. 

Britons are disappointed that the portrait of their popular ex-monarch in 
metal is not to be sent down to posterity to grace the long line of kings 
who have sat on the British throne. Many much less worthy kings still live 
in modern coin cabinets marking their niche in the corridor of time, and 
Britons want similarly to perpetuate their romantic and popular ex-mon- 
arch, who at least was more than a cypher. The well-known dispute be- 
tween the British Mint and Edward gives point to the suggestion that the 
determination of mint officials alone will result in a gap in the British and 
Colonial coin issues, and many Britons wish to know on whose authority 
the issue was refused and dies destroyed. 

Certainly British postage stamps in three denominations bearing the por- 
trait of the handsome ex-monarch Edward have been issued, but at best 
these will live only a few hundred years, whereas coins would flow un- 
blemished down the river of time, marking a chapter, however short, in 
British history — the background of which is a heritage of Americans and 
Britons alike. Surely it is not too late for English numismatists to assert 
themselves and insist that specimen sets at least be issued — if this has not 
already been decided upon. 

If a break in the line of British kings is insisted upon, enterprising Ameri- 
can and British medallists should strike small silver and bronze medals of 
high-class workmanship bearing the portrait and dates of the reign of 
Edward, with perhaps the names of art or numismatic societies on the re- 
verse — and these specimen would sell like hot cakes not only to the aver- 
age British and American citizen but also to the collector who wants some 
metallic portrait in his cabinet to mark a short but vivid reign in the history 
of Great Britain. 

And if the break in the British series of coins is not filled, there will be 
much speculation as to how the Master of the British mint will show the 
head of the present King George VI. 

If the head faces right, this will in effect, tacitly ignore the reign of 
Edward VIII and offend many Britishers who rightly claim that Edward 
reigned (coronation ceremonies notwithstanding), for was he not proclaim- 
ed “High and Mighty King” by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal and by 
“the principal gentlemen of Quality” of England? He assumed his kingly 
rights and is entitled, in their view, to take his place in the metallic portrait 
gallery of the rulers that have come down to us almost from the dawn of 
civilization, and that view is echoed by American numismatists. In any 
case, it seems that the mint officials will be in a fix over the new King’s 
profile, for if there are no Edward coins and the new King faces to right, 
the last reign will be ignored, and if George VI faces left, in the same 
direction as his father, which is what the mint wishes to avoid, that fact 
alone will mark a gap, denoting a difference of opinion on a small matter 
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between unchanging ofhcialdoni and a democratic and popular King who 
refused to be bound by the barnacles of tradition, a difference on a small 
matter that obliterated a King from coin cabinets of the future.

A Bi'ief Historic Survey of tlu' Development of Tliese War and Post-War 

Issues. 

The German issues of 1914 originated primarily in the border states 
(Elsass, Rheinland, Posen, Westpreussen, Ostpreussen) and in the industrial 
centers (Westfalen, Oberschlesien) . They were recalled after short circu- 
lation, when the Darlehnskassenscheine replaced them. They are considered 
rather “classic” among collectors, being rarest of various groups. 

The next currency shortage occurred in 1916. The German armies had 
occupied all of Belgium, large parts of France, Poland and Serbia, where 
its bills went. While separate issues were printed for these territories, 
when the danger of shortage in Germany was realized, hundreds of issues of 
notgeld were made, mostly in smaller denominations (5, 10, 50 pfennig). 
The Government endeavored to cover the need with zinc, later iron, coins, 
but not enough to avoid constant further local issues. Also, the older paper 
bills deteriorated and had to be replaced by new series.

A Classic 


The variety of the German currency increased collector interest. They 
wrote municipalities, which realized that their issues created interest far 
beyond the city limits. Thus a contest for more artistic and interesting 
specimens started. The 1914 bills were most primitive: Cut-up file folders, 
even playing cards, a few stamp impressions and signatures, the copy writ- 
ten, mimeographed or rubber-stamped. 

In many cases the municipalities figured only with the sale to collectors 
by printing whole sets (6x50 pfennig), impractical denominations (75, 99 
pfennig), or withholding issuance until the expiration date had passed, all 
of which displeased both the collectors and the public, so that the prohibi- 
tion of July 17, 1922, against any further issues was generally applauded. 

This second period (1916-1922) includes a special group, which may be 
considered the first wave of inflation. The drop of the German currency after 
the debacle of 1918 drove all prices up, so that suddenly there was a short- 
age of bills, even though the Government printing office allowed the Vienna 
state printer, as well as two private printers in Berlin, to assist them with 
bills. Even so the Reichsbank was forced, on October 9, 1918, to request all 
larger cities and districts to issue their own 5, 10 and 20 mark denomina- 
tions, offering to share the printing and possible counterfeit costs. Thus a 
flood of new bills of higher values, up to 50 and 100 marks, was created, in 
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some cases even by larger firms. They disappeared soon in the following 
year. 

In 1919 and 19 20, during the communistic uprisings in Oberbayern, 
Sachsen, and Niederrhein, and in 19 21 during the Polish uprising in Ober- 
schlesien, additional issues were printed.

The second wave of infiation fiooded Germany at the end of 19 22 and 
brought a new group of issues, mostly in 100, 500 and 1000 mark denomi- 
nations. Then early in 19 23, especially in the Rheinland, some 5,000, 10,000 
and 50,000 bills. Finally, at the height of the inflation, from July to No- 
vember, unbelievable sums were printed all over Germany, from 5,000 marks 
to millions, billions, trillions (up to 200 trillions by the city of Krefeld). 
Only a few of these issues were ever redeemed, as they actually lost their 
value from day to day. They were rarely covered, often only by having 
two banks draw checks on each other and put these into circulation as 
money. It is estimated that during this peak of the inflation alone about 
70,000 different issues were circulated. 

The emergency money issued by ordinance of Generaloberst v. Seeckt 
from October to December, 1923, and based on the dollar, French francs, or 
gold mark, in some cases even on such commodities as sugar, honey, bricks, 
or rye, closed this particular chapter in the history of notgeld.

During the year 19 23 some of the older issues, originally printed in 
smaller denominations, were “raised,” some even twice, to meet the demand 
for higher issues. 

In Austria there was also an initial period of emergency money from 
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1914 on, lasting in some cases until 1916, especially in Bohemia and Galicia. 
In the former also some larger denominations in 1918-19. The issues of 
1920 and 1921 are almost exclusively for collectors. 

In Russia, about 6,000 issues were circulated between 1914 and 1927, for 
which there is a catalogue. In Poland, also several thousand; likewise in 
Hungary, especially from the communistic period. There are few from 
Finland, South Slavia, Holland (about 100 of 1914), Belgium (several 
thousand), France (10,000 to 20,000), Portugal (about 2000, very rare). 

From this data it can be seen that notgeld is rather international. In- 
teresting also is the fact that cities, and even business firms, assumed the 
right to issue money. All political and economic events are represented on 
this emergency money, and the fact that some of these issues come in larger 
sets could be compared with many stamp issues, obviously printed for col- 
lectors.

Provincial Tokens 


Of The Period 
1784-1796 


(A paper presented by H. H. Kurth at a meeting of the Albany Numismatic 
Society, December 17, 1936.) 

It is the purpose of these few notes to give a brief introduction to the 
study of those tokens issued in such large numbers and in such a great 
variety of types between the years 17 84 and 1796. In order to understand 
how this series came into being it will be well to recall the inadequacy of 
the official copper coinage just prior to these years, and also the extent to 
which crude counterfeits had driven the genuine coppers out of circulation. 
No official copper coins were minted for England during the years 1775 to 
179 7, and those issued prior to 1775 varied so greatly in weight and in 
workmanship that it was sometimes difficult to distinguish them from the 
counterfeits. The circulating small change was composed very largely of 
light-weight coppers from Ireland and of those privately made imitations of 
British coins popularly known in this country as bungtown halfpennies. 

So we see that, since the Government failed to furnish a copper coinage 
that was adequate for the needs of trade, and since the currency was flooded 
with all but worthless counterfeits, promissory tokens, guaranteed by some 
responsible party, would fill at first a very definite need. The series of 
promissory tokens that sprang up under these circumstances may be divided 
roughly into: 

I. First, those issued by mines, foundries, manufacturing establishments, 
merchants, and individuals. 

We put this group first, because the first tokens of the series were issued 
in 1784 by the Parys Mines Company of the Island of Anglesey, in Wales. 
These tokens were issued in denominations of one penny, halfpenny and 
farthing, the halfpenny, however, being the most popular. The obverse bore 
a head, representing an ancient Druid, surrounded by an oak wreath; the 
reverse bore a monogram of the company; around the rim, and continuing 
around the edge in incused lettering was the inscription, “We promise to 
pay the bearer one penny on demand in London, Liverpool, or Anglesey.” 

The tokens, though at first intended for local use, soon spread to other 
parts of England. Other concerns and merchants were not slow in taking 
advantage of the idea, and soon issued tokens of their own devices, not only 
as a means of advertising their business but for the considerable profit 
directly involved. Among the most extensive of these early issues were 
those of the Associated Irish Mine Co. of Cronebane, John Wilkinson, the 
ironmaster; Charles Roe’s Copper Works of Macclesfield, and John Howard 
of Birmingham. 

Even in American we had in 1794-9 5 the one-cent token of Talbot, Allum 
& Lee, of New York, which most certainly was inspired by the British series, 
and might very well have been struck in England. The fact that we find 
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mulings of the Talbot, Allum & Lee obverse combined with the reverses of 
various British tokens would seem to indicate that some of the T., A. & L. 
dies must have been in England at the time. 

II. Secondly, we have those pieces issued by authority of towns and 
municipalities. 

Though these tokens are interrelated with those of the first group, and 
were made payable through some prominent local merchant, they usually 
bore on the obverse the coat-of-arms of the city. The reverse usually bore 
a device that had reference either to the leading local industry, to some 
noteworthy building or landmark, or to some person historically or mythi- 
cally associated with the place. Thus a halfpenny of Edinburgh shows on 
the reverse a figure of St. Andrew; a halfpenny of Coalbrookdale shows a 
remarkable iron bridge at that place; that of Coventry shows an equestrian 
figure of Lady Godiva. The type of the Lady Godiva halfpenny, because of 
its appeal to the imagination, is probably the most popular of the series. 

III. Next, we have those tokens issued to foster some definite political 
movement or reform. 

The Tory cause may be illustrated by the so-called map of France half- 
penny which attempted to demonstrate, by means of a symbolic map, the 
alleged evils of the French Revolution. 

The Liberty cause also had its token-making adherents. We find on one 
piece a bust of that great Scotch statesman, the Hon. Thomas Erskine, with 
the inscription, “A Friend of Freedom and the Rights of Man.” 

A well-known type that belongs in this group is that of the anti-slavery 
halfpenny and farthing (1795). This shows a slave kneeling in chains with 
the inscriptions, ‘‘Am I Not a Man and a Brother (?)” and “May Slavery 
and Oppression Cease Throughout the World.” 

Another piece shows the popular hero Admiral Earl Howe and commemo- 
rates his victory over the French fieet, June 1, 179 4 — ^‘‘The Glorious First 
of June.” 

We are perhaps most interested in those British tokens that have refer- 
ence to the United States. One of the most outstanding of these is a half- 
penny bearing a pyramid of fifteen stars, each representing a State, with 
the inscription, ‘‘E Pluribus Unum.” One the reverse is a scroll, ‘‘Our 
Cause is Just,” and ‘‘Unanimity is the Strength of Society.” This token 
issued by some party in England friendly to America is sometimes errone- 
ously classified as a Kentucky cent. The so-called “Kentucky” halfpenny 
of P. Myddelton is another piece that probably never circulated outside of 
England. Quite a number of British tokens bore busts of George Washing- 
ton. The fire-grate halfpenny of Clark & Harris, London, 179 5, describes 
Washington as “The Firm Friend to Peace and Humanity.” 

IV. Finally, we come to those fraudulent pieces struck by coin dealers 
and speculators as an imposition against collectors. During the period 
17 94-9 6 the fad for collecting provincial tokens developed into a popular 
mania. Demand for the scarcer varieties increased as more and more col- 
lectors attempted to complete their collections. Catalogues were issued by 
prominent collectors listing the numerous varieties. As the prices went up, 
regular sales began to be held in London. Some dealers and speculators 
began to make new varieties for the market — not only by muling dies, often 
mating two dies that bore no relationship to each other, but by actually 
employing die cutters to make new types of their own. Sometimes the rarity 
of these fabrications was established by destroying the dies after a few im- 
pressions had been made. 

In 179 7 the circulation of tokens was suspended when a contract was 
given to Mathew Boulton for an official copper coinage of pennies and two- 
pences. 

And so we come to the end of a series of tokens which, though lasting 
but a short decade, may be said to illustrate more completely the life of its 
times than any series of coins or medals in the history of the world. From 
the hundreds of types of this series the historian of the future will be able 
to learn something of the industries, the folklore, the political ideals, the 
popular heroes, the extent of colonial expansion, and the mechanical and 
social advancements of this interesting period. The collector of the present 
can make no mistake in devoting a little of his attention to the notice of 
this series.

An Imposition — Not a Fraudulent One 

(Editor’s Note — The story below relates to the discovery in New York 
of what a])parentlv was a very early Colonial coin relating- to the New 
Netherlands, dated 1G23. Believed by Ed Frossard, a New York dealer, 
to be a genuine piece, he devoted considerable space to its history in the 
Novembei- issue of Numisma, published by him. Its real history, learned 
later, must have been a shock to those concerned.) 

From Xuiiiisnia, November, 1877. 

On the 19 th of September last, and Avhile awaiting the opening of the Bal- 
nianno coin sale at Bangs & Co., in Broadway, Capt. Wilson Defendorf, a 
well-known New York collector, submitted to our inspection a copper coin of 
which the following description will suffice for the present: 

Obverse, Earl’s crown. PETER MINVIT. Reverse, Triangular shield 
with slightly curving border, and beaver in field of rippling waters. 
NOVVM BELGIVM 1623. Border serrated. Size 18. In condition this coin 
can be described as a somewhat weak impress, especially in certain parts of 
the legends, but not to any extent abrased or circulated. 

Of the meaning of the words NOVUM BELGIUM, we had previously com- 
municated to Captain Defendorf our opinion that they were to be translated 
by NEW NETHERLANDS, an assertion which we offered to prove by refer- 
ring to various historical works. Nothing remained, therefore, but to ex- 
amine the coin critically, and our impression, after a thorough and minute 
inspection, that the piece bore on its face the testimonials of age and authen- 
ticity, was shared by David Proskey, though dissented from by Edward 
Cogan, these two gentlemen. Captain Defendorf and ourself being the only 
ones who took part in the discussion. 

The hour of sale being near at hand, we made a hasty sketch of the coin, 
and with the full consent of Captain Defendorf to our proposition of mak- 
ing the coin the subject of an article in the (next) November number of 
Numisma, for the time being dismissed the subject from our thoughts, 
though with the firm conviction that we had made an important discovery 
in the field of American numismatics. 

In our subsequent study of the coin, our inquiries were chiefly directed 
to discover its particular connection with the early history of New Am- 
sterdam, to ascertain under what circumstances and for what purpose it 
could have been struck, and to explain in a manner entirely satisfactory the 
true rendering of the legends and of the emblems. Having done this, if 
the reading of the coin agreed and harmonized with the historical explana- 
tion, our work was ended and out theory must be accredited as correct, 
unless, indeed, the very spirit of cunning and deceit assisted by the utmost 
mechanical skill presided at its birth in a modern attelier de faussaire! 

The result of our inquiries is embraced in the following historical facts, 
all bearing more or less directly upon the subject, and derived in an amend- 
ed form from Brodhead’s and Dunlap’s histories of New York. Our de- 
. ductions and inferences follow: 

On the first of January, 1618, the exclusive charter of the directors of 
New Netherlands expired by its own limitation, and the merchants who had 
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been its members applied to the government at The Hague for a renewal 
of their privilege, the value of which they found was daily increasing. But 
the States General, who were now contemplating the grant of a compre- 
hensive charter for a West India Company, avoided a compliance with the 
petition, and after preliminary preparations the West India Company ob- 
tained the assent of the States General to its articles of internal govern- 
ment, in June, 16 23, and began to prosecute with energy the objects of its 
incorporation. Among the first cares of the company was the colonization 
of New Netherlaiid. This somewhat indefinite territory was formally erect- 
ed into a province, and honored by the States General with a grant of the 
armorial distinction of a Count. The provincial seal of New Netherlaiid 
determined upon was a shield bearing a beaver, proper, surmounted by a 
count’s coronet, and encircled by the words SIGILLUM NOVI BELGII. (See 
Brodhead’s History of New York, Vol. 1, Chapter V.) According to this 
authority, the first director of New Netherlaiid under the Dutch West India 
Company was Jacobsen May, (1623). He was succeeded in 1625 by Wil- 
liam Verhulst, and during that year the alliance made between Charles I 
and the States General favorably affected the rising fortunes of New Neth- 
erland, for it was presumed on the part of the Dutch that the English would 
now abandon all further designs of possessing themselves of those territo- 
ries included in English grants, but occupied in part by the Dutch. Under 
these circumstances Peter Minuit, of Wesel, one of the directors of the Com- 
pany, was commission to succeed William Verhulst in the chief command 
in New Netherlaiid as its director-general. Minuit left Amsterdam in the 
ship Sea Mew in December, 162 5, and arrived at Manhattan on the 4th of 
the following May. Minuit’s administration was, on the whole, vigorous 
and successful. He it was who in the name of the Dutch West India Com- 
pany initiated the custom of direct purchase of lands from the Indians. 
The very first negotiations thus made resulted in a treaty by which the 
entire island of Manhattan was ceded by the native proprietors to the com- 
pany for the value of about sixty guilders. Once begun, the movement of 
direct purchase was continued by Peter Minuit himself, as well as by others, 
who first derived their authority to purchase from the Company, and who 
under the name of patroons played a somewhat important part in the early 
history of the colony. But these so-called purchases were really barters of 
various goods in the hands of the Dutch for the land of the Indians, for 
concerning the medium of exchange in use between the colonists and the 
Indians we know positively that the Indians rejected the coins of Europe 
with which they were unacquainted, and that they continued to use their 
own aboriginal money, called by them Sewan and which was readily adopt- 
ed by the Dutch. Incidentally we may mention that of the Sewan there 
were two kinds, the wampum or white beads made of the stem of the peri- 
winkle, and the Suckanhock or black beads made of a part of the inside of 
clamshells. The black beads were the gold of the Indians — of double the 
value of the white, but either were of more esteem with the red men than 
the coinages of Europe. The chief manufacturers of the aboriginal cur- 
rency were the Indians of Long Island, and the primitive colonial mint 
which the Dutch at Manhattan thus early possessed, almost at their very 
doors, gave them an immense advantage in their trade with the neighbor- 
ing savages. 

Peter Minuit continued Governor of New Netherlaiid until 163 2, when 
he was recalled by the board of directors at Amsterdam. It would not be 
altogether foreign to the subject should we enter into a more detailed study 
of the various measures adopted by the Directors General to foster, develop 
and protect the tender bud grafted on the distant shores of the New World, 
to relate in detail the vigorous and successful administration of Peter 
Minuit, or to follow the courageous and adventurous Dutchman in his sub- 
sequent career in the service of Sweden, when at the head of a colonization 
expedition he built Fort Christina near the spot where Wilmington (Dela- 
ware) now stands, this in the very face of a protest by the Dutch authori- 
ties against the measure “drawn in proper form!’’ Rut our limited space 
will not allow, and we leave Peter Minuit — who died at his post at Fort 
Christina in 16 42 — to note the conclusions and inferences we have drawn 
from the above and from a study of the coin itself. 

First- — The date 16 23 is commemorative of the establishment of the new 
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abled us to place the coin and to describe it correctly, had, by a sort of 
a priori reasoning, been the very cause of its birth. In other words, the 
Novum Belgium copper, and in fact most of the coins related to it, werei 
manufactured for the purpose of illustrating some definite event, either in 
history or in the life of the designer, his friends or business acquaintances. 
When, in an interview with the gentleman who so successfully and ingeni- 
ously, yet innocently, imposed upon the credulity of his numismatic friends 
by his original productions, we enumerated the facts that had led us into a 
belief of the authenticity of Novum Belgium, he informed us that the same 
passages in the works we had consulted had suggested to him the making 
of that coin. In describing to us some other coins with like historical ref- 
erence Mr. drew in ink a most beautiful design of the clever “Masa: 

Plym: Con: New Haven, United Colonies of N. England, 164 3,” with pine 
tree in center piece, which struck in silver he presented some fifteen years 
ago to Mr. C. I. Bushnell, author of several numismatic works. The facility 
and elegance with which this coin was drawn from memory, after so many 
years, during which the author had not given the slightest attention to the 
subject, convinced us that from such hands the Novum Belgium, after all, 
was only a bungling piece of work! It is indeed fortunate that the remark- 
able gifts possessed by this gentleman should never have been used with a 
sinister motive or for the purpose of gain! The majority of the coins thus 
manufactured, sometimes as many as two in one evening, and numbering 
altogether nearly two hundred types, were eventually placed into the Yale 
College collection, where, after lying dormant for a long time, they may in 
future years again become the subject of learned (?) and heated discus- 
sions! But few found their way into the cabinets of collectors, and these 
are mostly described in the interesting letter we append. It is the earnest 
desire of the originator of these coins, who years ago gave up all interest 
in their fabrications, and regrets that anybody should ever have been de- 
ceived by them, that they should be returned to him for final cancellation, 
and we promised to do our utmost to assist him in this object. 

Mr. Ed. Frossard — Dear Sir: — I have been away from home for some 
time or your request would have been earlier remembered. 

It was in 18 60 that I made my first attempt at die cutting, and the occa- 
sion was the receipt of a quantity of coins and medals from some New York 
dealers for inspection. After selecting those which my own collection lack- 
ed, I sold the rest to various collectors in New Haven, and thereupon in 
commemoration of this business enterprise I struck a medal with this ob- 
verse: CONNECTICUT, with three pine trees in center, and on the reverse 
my own name, with the words, “Coins and Medals, New Haven, 1860.” 

About half a dozen were struck in lead and one in copper. The latter is 
in the Yale Collection, and is a very good impression. The die is altered 
to 1861. 

My next attempt at coinage was a leaden token with the inscription, 
“Colony of New Yorke,” the latter words being on the obverse surrounding 
a head. One of these tokens I sent to Mr. Mickley of Philadelphia. 

It was some time before I acquired sufficient skill to make impressions 
in any metal but lead. The dies were cut in copper or sometimes brass, and 
were so soft as to be often destroyed in the attempt to stamp upon copper 
or silver. I believe that my first successful impression upon copper was 
from dies having the obverse of the “Nova Eborac,” and the reverse, “Im- 
munis Columbia.” 

The dies were cut upon coins of the halfpenny size, either worn smooth 
or filed away on one side. My only tools were an awl for cutting the letters 
and the outlines of the figures, and a knife for gouging out the broader parts 
of the designs. When the cutting was finished each die was heated white 
hot and dipped into cold water. A third smooth copper of the halfpenny 
size was then heated and placed between the dies, and the three, being 
quickly rolled together in sheet lead, from a tea box, to prevent them from 
slipping, were pounded upon an anvil with a six-pound dumb-bell. The 
heating process gave an air of antiquity to the pieces. 

The following is a list of the earlier productions so far as I can remember 
them :

10. Obverse, New Jersey shield. Reverse, Immunis Columbia. 

11. Novum Belgium. 

12. Shilling with five united Colonies of New England, pine tree, and 
date 1643. 

There may have been others, but these are all that come to mind which 
were made without the usual tools. 

Unfortunately some one about 1862 presented me with a set of letters and 
several engraving tools, and in learning the use of them I made a great 
number of store cards and medallets, most of which are unique, and all, I 
think, in the Yale College collection. 

The earlier ones I look upon with some interest because they used to 
afford me a great deal of amusement, not only in the making, but in the 
astonishment of collectors when looking over my cabinet.

A Primitive Coin Sale 

(Editor’s Note — Hale and hearty now at fourscore years, D. C. Wismer, of 
Hatfield, Pa., the paper-money expert, attended a coin sale in 1895 that 
was so unusual he wrote an account of it and sent it to The Numisma- 
tist for publication.) 

Hcpriiited from The Nuniisniatist, April, 1895. 

A short time since, my attention was called by an acquaintance to a sale 
of old coins, and I immediately made an investigation of the contents of the 
sale catalogue, which was a broadside posted in an adjacent barroom. This 
proved quite interesting, as there were four 1793 cents, one 1793 half cent, 
and all the dates up to 1857, together with an 185 6 eagle cent, some silver 
and a little U. S. gold, all catalogued in a manner that showed the ignorance 
of the cataloguer. A 1795 dollar, fiowing hair, was described as a “Wash- 
ington” dollar; another of same date with draped bust was a “Franklin” 
dollar, etc. As the distance was twenty miles I decided to drive there and 
get some bargains if possible. A drive of several miles through mud and 
snow, in a veritable March blizzard brought me to my destination only to 
find several Philadelphia coin men already on hand, whom I could not help 
greeting with a hearty laugh when they quietly informed me that they wish- 
ed they were at home, as the coins offered and exhibited would not list alto- 
gether over $50. 

The gentleman who had the sale was a man possibly eighty years of age 
and he seemed to be in suspense, fearing that we came there to rob him. 
He would not allow any of us to handle the coins, which were mounted in 
heavy frames between two panes of glass, thus allowing a fair view of both 
the obverse and reverse of the pieces. 

The sale was held in a barroom, which was crowded with a curious set of 
country people who were busily engaged commenting on the sanity of per- 
sons who could pay five dollars for a cent. 

Good prices were realized for some pieces. An eagle 185 6 cent in fine 
condition brought $4.25; the 1804 cent, obverse good, reverse evidently 
filed off, making it perfectly smooth, brought $4.50; a 17 99 cent, doubtful 
and quite poor, brought $3.75; an 1804 half cent, good, forty cents. All 
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these pieces were bought in by an amateur, who occasionally referred to 
one of Skinner’s lists. Not one-fourth of the coins advertised were offered, 
as the gentleman seemed dissatisfied with the prices realized and stopped 
the sale with the observation that “he did not propose to give everything 
away that he had.” 

For my portion I had secured a good 1793 Liberty cap cent; a good 17 93 
half cent; a very fine 1794 cent; a good 1801 UNITED cent; 1794 half cent, 
and a trade dollar at prices tending to soothe my wounded feelings.

United States 
Commemorative Coins

(Editor’s Note — The very great interest in commemorative coins in recent 
months has created many new collectors, who, in order that their collections 
may be complete, are including the older issues, dating back to 1892. For 
this reason it seems appropriate to give a complete list of these coins, with 
details of the various issues.) 

Since early times it has been customary to issue special coins with com- 
memorative inscriptions, or for a commemorative purpose, to so honor cer- 
tain deceased rulers and heroes, or to perpetuate a successful war or victory. 

Ancient Rome and Greece struck many coins and medals to commemorate 
their heroes or their triumphs in war, and those pieces have an extensive 
history. 

Roman coins of this description are more common than Greek, as the 
Romans believed in commemorating all events of public importance in their 
daily life, and the coins of Rome record a greater number of historical 
events than any other class of coins. 

Probably the most noted of these are the Vespasian and Titus coins — 
with “Judaea Capta” on their reverse — to commemorate the fall of Jerusa- 
lem in 70 A. D. after four years of warfare and the victory of Rome over 
all Judaea. Those coins in gold, silver, and copper were struck at Rome and 
show a figure of Judaea, dejected, seated to the right under a palm tree 
weeping, with Victory, or the Emperor, standing to the left of the tree in 
triumphant attitude. 

England and other European countries have also issued many notable 
commemorative coins and medals, but, unlike those countries, the United 
States until recently issued no commemorative coins, and all so far struck 
relate to important anniversaries of the nation’s history. 

Commemorative medals are not a part of this paper, which is intended to 
merely cover the authorized coins issued for a commemorative purpose in 
this country, briefly describing the coins, the motive of their issue, the total 
number coined, and the number returned to the mints for remelting, with 
such comments as may be of interest and useful to the collector. 

As these coins are not intended for common circulation, they offer a splen- 
did opportunity for the display of medallic art, and, being sold at a premium, 
their coinage is intended to bring profit to those sponsoring the issue. 
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The Isab(‘lla Quarter Dollar. 

The first of these were the Isabella quarter dollar of 1893 and the Colum- 
bian half dollars of 189 2 and 1893, issued to provide funds for the great 
Chicago Fair of 1893, on the 400th anniversary of Columbus’ discovery of 
America. 

The Isabella quarter, the only commemorative quarter so far issued, has 
the crowned bust of Queen Isabella of Spain on its obverse, and is noted for 
being the only United States coin issued with a foreign ruler’s head thereon. 
The reverse is inscribed “Board of Lady Managers — Columbian Quar. Dol.” 
There were 40,0 23 pieces struck of this coin, which sold in the Woman’s 
Building of the Fair at $1 each, but after the Fair they were offered as low 
as 3 5 cents each by dealers. 

Of these coins 15,809 pieces were returned to the mint and remelted, 
leaving outstanding 24,214 pieces only. 

The (^oliiinhiaii Half Dollars. 

They have the bust of Christopher Columbus on the obverse, and on the 
reverse an ancient ship, the “Santa Maria,’’ sailing left; below, the two 
hemispheres, dividing the date “14 — 92.’’ Near the edge is inscribed 
“World’s Columbian Exposition Chicago’’; below, “1892’’ or “1893.” 

The Isabella and Columbian coins were designed by Chas. E. Barber and 
issued from the Philadelphia Mint at par value. In 189 2, the year it was 
first intended to hold the great Fair, 9 50,000 pieces were coined. Not being 
able to complete the immense affair in that year, it was postponed until 
1893, when 4,052,105 half dollars were struck. These sold at $1 each, the 
profit going to the Fair. 

After it was concluded over one-half of them — 2,501,700 — were remelted, 
leaving 1,550,405 outstanding, which were then legalized by the Government 
to pass at face value as current coins. 

The Lafayette Dollar. 

In 19 00 was issued the so-called Lafayette silver dollar to commemorate 
the unveiling in Paris, during the French Exposition, of the equestrian statue 
erected by the youth of America to General Lafayette. About $50,000 of 
the funds needed were contributed by the pennies of the school children of 
America. It has the combined busts of Washington and Lafayette on the 
obverse and a representation of the statue by Truman H. Bartlett on the 
reverse. Coinage of these pieces started on December 14, 189 9, the 100th 
anniversary of the death of Washington. The first coin struck was sent to 
President McKinley, who forwarded it to the President of the French Re- 
public. The issue was 50,026 pieces, and they sold at $2 each. There is 
no record of any being returned to the mint for remelting. 

Obverse, heads of Washington and Lafayette; above, “United States of 
America”; below, “Lafayette Dollar.” 

Reverse, Statue of General Lafayette to left, holding in his right hand a 
sword pointing downward. Near the edge is inscribed “Erected by the 
youth of the United States in honor of Gen. Lafayette”; below, “Paris 1900.” 
This coin was designed by Chas. E. Barber of the mint, and it is the first 
time one of our Presidents was portrayed on a Government coin; also it is 
the only commemorative silver dollar so far issued by our Government. 

The Jefferson and McKinley Gold Dollars. 

The management of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, held at St. Louis, 
19 04, requested Congress to make part of the general appropriation in com- 
memorative gold dollars, the issue to be limited to 250,000 pieces. A special 
Act of Congress authorized these pieces. They were our first commemorative 
gold dollars and are wonderful examples of medallic art within a small 
diameter, designed by Chas. E. Barber and coined at Philadelphia. They 
are of two types, one with head of Thomas Jefferson, the President who 
made the Louisiana Purchase from Prance in 1803; the other with the head 
of President McKinley, who signed the bill giving the Government’s sanc- 
tion to the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 

One hundred and twenty-five thousand were coined of each type and de- 
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posited in the Sub-Treasury at St. Louis. In 1902, 75,080 pieces were struck, 
and in 1903, 175,178 were struck, all bearing the dates “1803-1903.” How- 
ever, only 35,000 were sold at $3 each. The rest (215,258) were returned 
to the Mint and melted about 1914. 

Obverse, Bust of Washington or McKinley to left; near the edge, “United 
States of America.” 

Reverse, in field, “One Dollar,” olive branch, “1803-1903”; near the edge, 
“Louisiana Purchase Exposition”; below, “St. Louis.” 

Jjowis and Clark Exposition Dollars. 

The Lewis and Clark Centennial Plxposition held at Portland, Oregon, in 
1905, was also commemorated by a souvenir gold dollar, which sold at $2 
each, or six for $10. They were designed by Chas. E. Barber and dated 
1904 and 1905, respectively. It was the 100th anniversary of the explora- 
tion of the Oregon country by Meriwether Lewis and William Clark in 1804- 
05-06. 

In 1904, 25,028 pieces were coined at the San Francisco Mint, of which 
15,0 28 were later returned and melted; and in 1905, 35,041 pieces were 
coined at Philadelphia, of which 25,041 were returned and melted. A total 
of 60,069 coined, 40,069 melted, and only 20,000 sold. 

Obverse, bust of Meriwether Lewis, surrounding, “Lewis-Clark Exposition, 
Portland, Ore.,” below, “1904” or “1905.”

Half Dollar 

For the Panama-Pacific Exposition, held in San Francisco in 1915 to com- 
memorate the opening of the Panama Canal, Congress authorized a silver 
half dollar, a gold dollar, gold quarter eagle ($2.50) and gold fifty dollars 
in both round and octagon shape, to be coined at the San Francisco Mint. 
The half dollars has on

The gold dollar was designed by Charles Keck, of New York. 

Obverse, head of a man wearing a peaked cap to left, representing the 
laborer, through whose efforts the Panama Canal became a reality. In front, 
“United States of America”; below, “1915.” 

Reverse, “One Dollar” encircled by two dolphins; near the edge, “Pana- 
ma-Pacific Exposition — San Francisco”; in field, mint-mark “S.” 

(iohl 'l'>vo-aiHl-a-llaU’ Dollars. 

The quarter eagle was the work of Chas. E. Barber, of the Mint. This 
was the first commemorative coin of this denomination. 

Obverse, Columbia, with caduceus in right hand, seated facing right on a 
hippocampus plunging to left through the sea, typifying the use of the 
Panama Canal; above, “Panama Pacific Exposition”; below, “1915,” mint- 

mark “S.” • j iixiy 

Reverse, an American eagle to left on a classical standard inscribed E 
Pluribus Unum”; above, “United States of America”; below, “2i^ Dol.” 
This piece and the half dollar are the most pleasing Exposition coins. 

(;ol€l Fifty-D<»ll:ir Pieces. 

The $50 gold pieces are a disappointment. Both have the same design. 
On obverse, the head of Minerva and on reverse, an owl — symbolic of wisdom 
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and productivity. Robert Aitken was the designer and lost the opportunity 
of a lifetime to design a coin of real artistic worth. With such a large sur- 
face to work upon, not an original idea was shown. Instead, he produced 
coin emblems of ancient days, and they show merely the engraver’s work of 
medieval times. For coining these pieces a special hydraulic press used for 
striking medals at the Philadelphia Mint was sent to San Francisco. This 
was the first time that $50 gold pieces were coined by the authority of the 
United States. 

Obverse, Minerva, goddess of wisdom, etc., facing left, and wearing a 
crested helmet; on the edge of the shield, M.C.M.X.V. for date; above in 
field, “In God We Trust”; near edge within circle, “United States of America 
— Fifty Dollars”; outside in angles of the octagon, eight dolphins. 

Reverse, an owl perched on a pine branch, the pine cones and needles fill- 
ing the lower part of the field; to right of owl, “E Pluribus Unum”; around, 
within circles, “Panama Pacific Exposition — San Francisco,” in field to 
right of pine cone, mint mark “S”; beneath pine branch, “RA”; dolphins 
outside the border. 

The same design appears on both shapes, except that no dolphins are on 
the round coin. 

Farran Zerbe, the well-known numismatist, was chief of the Exposition’s 
Department of Coins and Medals at the time, and his report on the Panama- 
Pacific coinage, sale, and remelting is quoted below, although it differs 
slightly from other published reports.

The report of the Superintendent of the San Francisco Mint states that 
29,876 half dollars were melted on September 7, 1916, and the balance of 
the half dollars, and all the gold coins returned, were melted on October 30, 
1916. The first 100 sets (of all five pieces) struck were certified as to their 
striking number by the Superintendent of the Mint, the first ten sets of 
which were also certified by the Director of the Mint at Washington. These 
certified sets and all other sets were sold for $200 a set. The $50 pieces 
were priced at $100 each, one of each of the smaller denominations being 
given as a gift with each $50 piece purchased. The $2V2 pieces sold at $4 
each, six for $20; $1 gold piece at $2 each, six for $10; and the half dollar 
at $1 each, six for $5. 

That wonderful exposition was carried to success without Government aid. 

TFie McKinley M<‘iiioi*ial (iold Dollar. 

In 1916 and 1917 gold dollars were authorized by Congress to provide 
funds for a memorial to the martyred President, William McKinley, at his 
birthplace in the city of Niles, Ohio. The act provided for standard gold 
dollars of the legal weight and fineness to be coined at the Philadelphia 
Mint, to be known as the McKinley souvenir dollar, and not to exceed 
100,000 pieces. 

In 1916, 20,026 pieces were coined, and in 1917, 10,014 additional were 
struck, which the trustees of McKinley Birthplace Association sold at $3.00 
each in lots of less than ten specimens, and at $2.50 each for ten or more. 
There is no record of any being remelted.

The Arkansas half dollar with the portrait of Senator Joseph T. Robinson 
on the reverse was distributed early in February. The coins are dated 19 36. 
The distribution was through Stack’s, 690 Sixth avenue. New York City. 


UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA ALU3INI WANTS FRANKLIN CENT. 

The alumni of the University of Pennsylvania wants some changes in our 
minor coins and don’t hesitate to say so. For one thing, they want to “pro- 
mote” Lincoln from the cent to the nickel. 

“We are tired of Indians and buffaloes on our nickels,” several of them 
said, digging coins from their pockets as they held their annual meeting in 
Houston Hall, on Founders’ Day. We want to put Abe Lincoln on the nickel, 
as has been suggested already, beginning in 1938,” they declared. If we 
move him up from one cent to five, that leaves the cent vacant. That’s 
where we really come in. We want Ben Franklin put on the next American 
cent.” 

Inasmuch as Founders’ Day is observed in honor of the University’s 
patron saint, the same Dr. Franklin, a resolution to this effect was thun- 
derously carried. The second half of the resolution urged that the United 
States Government erect a memorial to Franklin in the National Capital, 
“commensurate with his patriotic, scientific and literary achievements.” 

So far as nickels and cents are concerned, it is time both of them are 
renovated, spokesmen for the resolution said. 

Lincoln has dominated the penny since 1909, and it is about time he is 
promoted, they said. As for the buffalo nickel, it has been in circulation 
since 1913, but each year the buffalo gets more and more extinct, they added. 
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MEDAL FOR R. N. A.’S TWENTY-FIFTH PRESIDENT. 

The Rochester Numismatic Association has again struck a medal for its 
past president, which bears the portrait of J. Baker Harzinski. The die 
work is by A. A. Kolb, a member of the association and one of the leading 
die cutters of Western New York. 



As Mr. Harzinski was the twenty-fifth President, one of these medals was 
struck in silver. Only twenty-five of the medals were struck, including the 
silver one. Others than members wishing them may purchase them through 
the secretary, J. B. Harzinski. 


A $20 GOLD COIN WITH PATTERN REVERSE. 

In a recent find of a few United States gold pieces under an old barn in 
Hull, Texas, there came to light a $20 coin dated 1861-S, having a rather 
interesting reverse. The accompanying photograph shows the reverse in 
question on the right, compared with the standard reverse for the period 
on the left (1858-0). 



Referring to A.-W. on U. S. Pattern Pieces, the reverse of the 1861 coin 
compares in detail with No. 281, except, of course, for the addition of the 
small “s” mint mark. According to the notations for No. 281, this reverse 
was designed by A. C. Paquet and appeared on six or eight pattern coins of 
1859-60-61. The notes further state that this reverse “was never used on a 
coin issued for regular circulation.** 

Now for the question as to how this coin was regularly minted, for I 
entertain no false illusions or hopes regarding its rarity. I can only assume 
that the die was supplied with others to the San Francisco Mint and used 
for regular minting after the addition of the letter “S.**

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THE NORFOLK COMMEMORATIVE HALF DOLLAR. 


Anticipating that the bill authorizing a commemorative half dollar for the 
3 00th anniversary of the Original Norfolk Land Grant and the 200th anni- 
versary of the creation of Norfolk as a borough would pass Congress at its 
session last year, the Norfolk Advertising Board, for which the coins are to 
be issued, had designs prepared for the coin. Failure of Congress to pass 
the bill has held the matter in suspense. The bill was reintroduced at the 



present session of Congress and its sponsors are confident it will pass. The 
designs prepared last year will be used and are illustrated here. The 
obverse has the official seal of the city of Norfolk. The reverse has a repro- 
duction of the Norfolk Mace. The Mace was presented to Norfolk when it 
was a borough — in 1753 — by Lieutenant-Governor Dinwiddie as a token of 
his esteem for the borough. It is said Norfolk is the only borough within 
the United States with a Mace.

Numismatic

The news of the death of Robert Robertson on January 22nd cast a gloom 
upon New Yorkers and the members of the American Numismatic Society. 
Mr. Robertson had been ailing for some time, but was well enough to con- 
tinue his daily duties as assistant curator of the collection of the American 
Numismatic Society. During 1935 he was honored by the King of Sweden 
with the Knight insignia of the Order of Vasa First Class, for his generous 
contributions to the Royal Coin Cabinet in Stockholm. His generosity was 
not confined to numismatic lines, but he was also active in his neighborhood 
and church relief activities. The poor people to whom he gave financial 
assistance remembered him and partly repaid him by their last respects. 
Howland Wood feels his loss keenly, but we hope that he will soon find an 
assistant who can replace Mr. Robertson to a certain extent. 

Early in February local collectors were startled by a press report of the 
theft of a coin collection of a resident of Pelham Manor. The 18-year-old 
colored thief sold the coins for a little more than face value. The police 
chief gave the value of the coins as $7,000. An 18 24 half dollar was said 
to be worth over $1,000. The latter brought $11.50, and the entire collec- 
tion, including an eagle and an 1834 half eagle, were sold for $26.50. The 
papers stated the thief had no knowledge of numismatics, but it looks to 
us as if he knew more about it than did the police. We wonder whose 
catalogue gives a thousand-dollar valuation on an 18 24 half dollar. 

Talking about burglaries, Mr. Wormser showed that he had not been lick- 
ed by the one he suffered recently. At the February meeting of the New 
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York Club he made a remarkable exhibition of mining coins of the world. 
At the same meeting, F. C. C. Boyd was the envy of collectors of U. S. coins. 
The occasion for this was his complete set of half cents from 1825 to 1857, 
with all of the rare dates, most of which were represented by the restrikes 
as well as the originals. 

At the end of January Mr. Hoffecker, chairman of the A. N. A. Legisla- 
tive Committee, stopped over at New York on his trip from El Paso to 
Washington by the roundabout route made necessary by the floods. We 
incline to the belief that recent newspaper reports relating to restriction of 
commemoratives authorized by Congress are the result of his efforts. We 
know of over twenty requests for half dollars made before February 15. 
One bill calls for 10,000 coins to be sold at a premium. The proceeds are 
to be used for celebration purposes and to purchase land necessary for the 
building of a boulevard connecting Fort Nonsense Park and the Morristown 
National Historical Park. Is that where we are going? If so, how much 
will each of the 10,000 coins cost? New Jersey club members are up in 
arms about the rumor of a new coin club to be formed for the speciflc pur- 
pose of receiving an issue of commemorative coins sponsored by it. 

Inquiries were made of the mint and of Mr. Stack concerning the extra 
250 Robinson half dollars coined in January. The mint advised that all 
coins were of the same design, and Mr. Stack says that they were given to 
Senator Robinson. The distributors of these coins received a lot of adver- 
tising, and when the half dollar was given to President Roosevelt the pre- 
sentation was broadcast by the Columbia Broadcasting System over a na- 
tional hook-up. The first piece struck was presented to Senator Robinson, 
who, in turn, gave it to Mrs. Robinson. As to the Roanoke half dollar, for 
those collectors who noticed a mis-spelling in the photograph of the artist’s 
model, shown in last month’s Numismatist, the mint advises that the spell- 
ing of “Raleigh” was corrected before the dies were made. Thank Heaven 
for that. 


R. N. A. COMMEMORATIVE MEDAL. 

About twenty-five years ago — January 4, 1912, to be exact — a group of 
men, including the late Dr. George P. French, George J. Bauer, past Presi- 
dent of the A. N. A., W. H. Amberg, A. H. Plumb, Fred E. Merritt and Harry 
H. Yawger, met in a room at the Hotel Rochester and organized the 
Rochester Numismatic Association. 



Twenty-five years later, with many of the charter members present, the 
club celebrated its Silver Jubilee and issued a silver medal to commemo- 
rate it, which is illustrated here. The design and die work are by one of 
the club members, A. A. Kolb.

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Bills Introduced 
For New 

Commemorative Coins 


A Goodly Number 
Proposed for 1937 


When we consider that on the adjournment of Congress last summer there 
was a feeling around the Capitol that the end of commemorative coins had 
been reached, or that at least the number in the future would be greatly 
curtailed, it is quite remarkable that during the month of January of this 
year bills should be introduced for at least fifteen new issues. About half 
a dozen of these were reintroduced coinage bills that failed, for one reason 
or another, to pass the last session of Congress. The others are to com- 
memorate historical events not heretofore proposed, but, on the whole, are 
along much the same lines as issues that have preceded them. 

It is too early to predict what the fate of these bills will be. The passage 
of at least a few of them seems probable. Much will depend upon the 
line of action adopted by the two committees w'hich consider them. If each 
bill is considered strictly on its merits, it is more than likely all will not be 
recommended favorably. Some of the events sought to be commemorated 
do not seem of sufficient historical importance to warrant an issue of 
commemorative coins. But there is precedent for the passage of practically 
all of them if historical importance is the determining consideration. And 
if the same liberal attitude of the committees during 1936 is to be con- 
tinued in 1937, it probably means an even greater number of issues this 
year than last. 

Most if not all the bills proposed for entirely new issues contain the 
provisions that they shall be coined at “a mint” of the United States and 
that the entire authorized number shall be coined within one year. It is 
quite possible that those bills reintroduced this year may be amended to 
include these provisions before the committees report them. 

It is interesting to note that a second issue of half dollars is contemplated 
by the Cincinnati Musical Center. The issue of 1936 was for 15,000 coins, 
equally divided among the three mints, and this set has become one of the 
rarities in the series. The second issue provides for a maximum of 30,000 
pieces, the coins to bear both the dates 1936 and 1937. 

The range of historical events to be commemorated by these proposed 
coins is wide, and an equally wide range of designs seems to be possible for 
sculptors and others in preparing models for the dies. If all become laws, 
at least a few of them offer exceptional opportunity for the display of real 
genius in designing them. 

In last month’s issue we published the text for the Constitution, Steinmetz 
and Antietam half dollars. Below are the other bills introduced to February 
15. We give the titles of the bills and their most important (to collectors) 
features: 


Bill for Wilkinsburg (Pa.) Half Dollar Reintroduced. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the founding of the borough of Wilkinsburg, Pennsyl- 
vania. 

A similar bill was introduced in the last Congress, but failed of passage. 
The present bill provides for an issue of 25,000 half dollars, to be issued 
upon the request of a committee of not less than three persons duly auth- 
orized by the Burgess and Council of the borough of Wilkinsburg, Pa., in 
such numbers and at such times as requested by the committee, the proceeds 
to be used in furtherance of the commemoration of the founding of the 
borough. 
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The Proposed Norfolk (V^a.) Half Dollar. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the three- 
hundredth anniversary of the original Norfolk Land Grant and the two- 
hundredth anniversary of the establishment of the city of Norfolk, 
Virginia, as a borough. 

A similar bill was introduced in the last Congress. The House passed the 
bill, but a different bill providing for a medal for the occasion was passed by 
the Senate and signed by the President. The result was that neither a coin 
or medal was duly authorized. The Norfolk Association of Commerce de- 
clined to accept a medal. 

The present bill provides for an issue of not more than 20,000 half dollars, 
to be coined at “a mint” of the United States. They are to bear the date 
1936 irrespective of the year in which they are minted, and shall be issued 
only upon the request of the Norfolk Advertising Board, Inc., atfiliated with 
the Norfolk Association of Commerce. Not less than 5000 coins shall be 
issued at any one time, and no such coins shall be issued after the expiration 
of one year after the passage of this act. 


A Half Dollar for Logan County, Ohio. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the sesqui- 
centennial anniversary of the expedition of General Benjamin Logan 
into that territory now known as Logan County, Ohio, and the destruc- 
tion of the last great Indian stronghold in Ohio. 

This bill provides that there shall be coined at “a mint” of the United 
States 25,000 half dollars, to bear the date 1937 irrespective of the year in 
which they are issued, and only upon the request of the treasurer of the 
Logan County Commemorative Coin Committee. They shall all be issued 
at one time and within one year from the passage of the act. The proceeds 
shall be used in commemorating the event. 


Montgomery, Ala., Asks for Centennial Half Dollar. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the cen- 
tennial anniversary of the city of Montgomery, Alabama. 

This bill provides for an issue of half dollars not to exceed 50,000, to be 
coined at ‘‘a mint” of the United States. They shall bear the date 1937 
irrespective of the year in which they are coined, and shall be issued only 
upon the request of the City Commission of the city of Montgomery, Ala. 
Not less than 10,000 coins shall be issued at any one time, and no such 
coins shall be issued after the expiration of one year from the passage of 
the bill. The proceeds are to be used in defraying the expenses of the 
celebration. 


Half Dollars for Anniversary of Northwest Territory. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary establishment of the Northwest Terri- 
tory. 

The provisions of this bill are for an issue of 25,000 coins, to be struck 
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at “a mint” of the United States. They shall bear the date 193 7 irrespective 
of the year in which they are struck. They shall be issued all at one time 
and within one year from the passage of the bill. They would be issued to 
the treasurer of the Northwest Territory Commemorative Coin Committee, 
sponsored by the Butler County Historical Association. 


Toledo (Ohio) Wants Centennial Half Dollar. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the hun- 
dredth anniversary of the founding of the city of Toledo (Toledo cen- 
tennial). 

This bill provides that 25,000 half dollars shall be struck at “a mint” 
of the United States, and that they shall bear the date 1937 irrespective 
of the year in which they are issued. They shall all be issued at one time 
and within one year of the date of the passage of the bill. They would 
be struck for the treasurer of the Toledo Centennial Commemorative Coin 
Association. 


Half Dollar for New York City’s World’s Fair in 
A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in connection with the World’s 
Fair to be held in the city of New York, State of New York, in 1939, 
in commemoration of the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
inauguration of the first President of the United States of America and 
of the establishment of the Federal Government in the city of New York. 

For this double celebration the bill provides that there shall be an issue 
of half dollars in such numbers and at such times as they shall be requested 
by the United States Commissioner-General for the New York World’s Fair. 
The proceeds from the sale of the coins are to be used in the furtherance of 
the New York World’s Fair projects. 


Cincinnati IMusical Center Asks for a Second Issue. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of Cincinnati, Ohio, as a center of music, and its contribu- 
tion to the art of music for the past fifty years. 

Under the provisions of this bill there would be an issue of not more than 
30,000 pieces, dated 1936 with small 1937 added. All coins authorized by 
this bill would be issued at one time and within one year from the date of 
the passage of the bill. They would be issued upon the request of the 
Cincinnati Musical Center Commemorative Coin Association. 

This bill authorizes what in effect is a second issue of the half dollars of 
193 6 by the above association. It would permit the use of the same design, 
with 1937 added, or an entirely new design, subject to the approval of 
Treasury officials. 

Since the above bill was introduced, another bill has been presented for 
the same coinage. This new bill amends the act under which the coins were 
struck in 19 36 and provides for an issue of not more than 45,000 half 
dollars, 15,000 of which are to be dated 1936, and 30,000 of which are to 
be dated 1936 with small 1937 added. 

The passage of the latter bill would permit restrikes of the 1936 issue 
to be made in 1937, from all three mints, as well as an issue of 30,000 pieces 
bearing the date 193 6 with small 1937 added, from all three mints. 
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Coin for Explorations of Francisco Vasquez de Coronado, Dated 1940. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the four 
hundredth anniversary of the journey and explorations of Francisco 
Vasquez de Coronado. 

This is another bill that failed of passage during the last session of Con- 
gress and has been reintroduced. It provides for the coinage of not more 
than 100,000 pieces at “a mint” of the United States. The coins would be 
dated 1940 irrespective of the year in which they are coined. They would 
be issued upon the request of the chairman or secretary of the Coronado 
Cuarto Centennial Corporation. 


A Half Dollar for the Completion of Bonneville Dam. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the com- 
pletion of Bonneville Dam. 

Fifty thousand pieces are authorized in this bill to be coined at “a mint” 
of the United States. They would be dated 1937 irrespective of the year in 
which they are struck, not less than 5000 to be issued at any one time, and 
no coins to be issued after the expiration of one year from the passage of the 
bill. They would be issued upon the request of the Bonneville Dam Com- 
pletion Celebration Committee. The Bonneville Dam is located in Oregon. 


To Conmiemorate Anniversary of Washington’s Arrival at Morristown, N. J. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the one 
hundred and sixtieth anniversary of the arrival of General Washington 
and the Continental Army at Morristown, New Jersey, after their in- 
spiring victories at Trenton and Princeton, and the establishment of 
cantonments in Morristown for the duration of the war. 

This bill authorizes an issue of 10,000 half dollars, all at one time or at 
separate times and in separate amounts. They would be issued upon the 
request of the chairman of the Coinage Committee of the Morristown 
National Historical Park Celebration Committee, and the proceeds from the 
sale of the coins would be used for a celebration, for the acquisition of land 
for the building of a boulevard connecting Fort Nonsense Park and the 
cantonment area of the Morristown National Historical Park, and other 
committee projects. A similar bill failed of passage at the last session of 
Congress. 


Bill for Inteniatioiial Peace Garden Again Introduced. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the peaceful 
and friendly relations which have existed between the United States and 
Canada and in commemoration of the founding of the International 
Peace Garden at the International Boundary Line between the United 
States and Canada in the Turtle Mountains of North Dakota and Mani- 
toba. 

This bill is similar to one introduced at the last session of Congress 
which failed of passage. It provides for an issue of not more than 100,000 
half dollars within one year of the date of the passage of the bill. The coins 
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would be issued on the request of the International Peace Garden, Inc., or its 
duty authorized agent. The coins would be issued all at one time or at 
separate times and separate amounts. 


A Half Dollar for Fort Peck Dam Construction. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of SO-cent pieces in commemoration of the con- 
struction of Port Peck Dam. 

This bill provides that there shall be coined in each of the years 1937 and 
1938 at each of the mints of the United States not to exceed 5000 half 
dollars. The coins would be the date of the year in which they are issued, 
and would be coined at the request of the Fort Peck Memorial Association. 
Not less than 5000 coins would be issued at any one time, and none would 
be issued after the expiration of two years from the date of passage. The 
secretary of the association is D. A. Crichton, Box 1698, Great Falls, Mont. 
The Fort Peck Dam is located in Montana, and is said to be the largest 
earth-filled dam in the world. 


Town Wants Coin Because It Clianged Its Name 100 Years Ago. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the changing of the name of Sawpit to Village 
of Port Chester, New York. 

This bill authorizes the issue of 25,000 fifty-cent pieces upon the request 
of the ways and means committee of the Port Chester Centennial Committee. 


Easton (Pa.) Asks for Commemorative Coin. 

A resolution requesting the issuing of commemorative coins for the fiftieth 
anniversary of the founding of the city of Easton, Pa., was recently for- 
warded to Washington with the Legislature’s endorsement. 


Detroit Coin Club Sponsors Michigan Half Dollar. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the admission of the State of Michigan as 
one of the United States. 

This bill provides for an issue of 25,000 half dollars upon the request of 
the Detroit Coin Club Commemorative Half Dollar Committee. 


Caldiwell (N. J.) Coin Club Asks for Grover Cleveland Half Dollar. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of Grover Cleveland. 

This bill authorizes an issue of not more than 25,000 pieces, to bear the 
date 1937 irrespective of the year in which they are minted, to be struck at 
the three mints at such times as they may be requested by the Chairman 
of the Caldwell Coin Club Committee. Not less than 5000 coins shall be 
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issued at any one time, and no coins shall be issued after one year from the 
passage of the act. The proceeds from the sale of the coins shall be used in 
defraying the expenses incidental and appropriate to the commemoration 
of the event. 


A Half Dollar for the University of Uouisville. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the founding of the University of Louisville. 

Fifty thousand half dollars are asked for in this bill. The coins shall 
bear the date 1937 irrespective of the year in which they are coined, and 
shall be issued only upon the request of the chairman or secretary of the 
Centennial Celebration Committee of the University of Louisville, Ky. Not 
less than 25,000 coins shall be issued at any one time, and no coins shall be 
issued after the expiration of one year from the passage of the act. The 
proceeds shall be used in commemorating the event. 


A Half Dollar for Mecklenburg Declaration of Independence. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the one 
hundredth and sixty-second anniversary of the signing of the Meck- 
lenburg Declaration of Independence in the City of Charlotte, Meck- 
lenburg County, North Carolina, on the 20th day of May, 1775. 

In commemoration of this event an issue of 25,000 half dollars is auth- 
orized, to be issued upon request of not less than three persons duly auth- 
orized by the Governor of the State of North Carolina. The proceeds would 
be used in commemorating the event. 


The Village of Clinton, N. Y., wants Half Dollar. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the village of 
Clinton, N. Y. 

This bill authorizes the issue of 50,000 half dollars, which shall be issued 
only upon the request of the chairman or secretary of the Clinton Sesqui- 
tennial Committee. 


A Half Dollar for the San Francisco Golden Gate Bridge. 

A BILL 

To reduce by one hundred thousand the number of 50-cent pieces authorized 
to be coined in celebration of the opening of the San Francisco-Oakland 
Bay Bridge, and to authorize the coinage of not to exceed one hundred 
thousand 50-cent pieces in celebration of the opening of the Golden 
Gate Bridge. 

The sale of the San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge half dollars was dis- 
continued February 15, and all remaining unsold were returned to the mint 
for melting. Only 100,000 of the 200,000 authorized were taken from the 
mint in 1936. This new bill provided that the additional 100,000 shall be 
coined in celebration of the opening of the Golden Gate Bridge. The new 
coins would be dated 1937, irrespective of the year in which they are coined, 
and would be issued upon the request of the Bank of America. 
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To Commemorate the Heroes of the Alamo. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the heroes 
of the Alamo. 

This bill provides for an issue of not to exceed 20,000 half dollars, to be 
dated 19 37 irrespective of the year in which they are coined, to be issued 
only upon the request of the Alamo Mission Chapter of the Daughters of 
the Republic of Texas. Not less than 5,000 coins shall be issued at any one 
time, and none shall be issued after the expiration of one year from the 
passage of this act. They would all be coined at “a mint.” 


Coin for the Relief of 19;17 Flood Sufferers. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the great 
flood of 19 37 of the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers and their tributaries, 
and to secure funds for flood relief. 

An issue of not less than 30,000 half dollars is provided in this bill, to 
be coined at ‘‘the mints” of the United States. They would bear the date 
of the year in which they are minted. The flrst 30,000 would be issued all 
at one time and within one year from the date of the passage of the bill, 
and any balance of the issue may be taken at separate times and separate 
amounts as it may determine. They would be issued to the Flood Relief 
Commemorative Coin Association. 


Tlie San Diego Exposition Half Dollars. 

The original issue of commemorative half dollars for the San Diego Ex- 
position in 1935 was 250,000 coins. These coins received the widest dis- 
tribution of any of the recent issues, there having been nearly 70,000 of 
them sold. At the close of the exposition the coin commission returned 
180,000 of them to the mint, and they were re-minted into the 1936-D 
issue. Of this issue the commission has sold over 20,000 to a very wide 
list of collectors and visitors to the exposition. On February 10 the com- 
mission returned 150,000 of the 1936 coins to the mint to be melted. This 
reduces the issue to 3 0,000 coins, of which only a few thousand remain 
unsold. 


The New Rochelle Half Dollar. 

A letter from Pitt M. Skipton, of the New Rochelle Coin Commission, 
says: ‘‘Due to necessary changes and alterations in the design, the minting 
of the New Rochelle half dollar has been somewhat delayed. However, we 
expect delivery in April next, and all accepted paid orders will then be 
forwarded promptly to purchasers. There is to be but one issue, one de- 
sign, one date, i. e., 1938. To date we have done no advertising nor solicit- 
ed any orders.” 


Unsold San Francisco-Oakland Coins Melted. 

A telegram dated January 27 from L. M. Giannini, chairman of the finance 
committee distributing the San Francisco-Oakland half dollars, said: 

‘‘Sale of United States half-dollar coins commemorating completion of 
San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge terminates February 15. Coins unsold 
will be returned to mint for melting. No subscriptions received after that 
date.” 
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A Bill to Regulate Commemorative Coins. 

Introduced in the Senate on February 19, 1987, by Senator Maloney. 

A BILL 

To regulate the issuance of commemorative coins. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That there is hereby established a 
Commemorative Coin Commission (hereinafter referred to as the “Commis- 
sion”) to be composed of five commissioners to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, one from the American Historical Association, one from the Library 
of Congress, one from the Smithsonian Institution, one from the National 
Geographic Society, and one from the American Numismatic Association. 
The commissioners first appointed under this Act shall hold office for the 
terms of one, two, three, four, and five years, respectively, from the date of 
enactment of this Act, the term of each to be designated by the President, 
but their successors shall be appointed for terms of five years; except that 
any person chosen to fill a vacancy shall be appointed only for the unexpired 
term of the commissioner whom he succeeds. 

Sec. 2. The commissioners appointed under this Act shall serve in such 
capacity without compensation. The Commission is authorized to appoint 
and fix the compensation of such employees, and to make such expenditures, 
including the necessary expenses of the commissioners incurred in the per- 
formance of their duties, as may be necessary for carrying out its functions 
under this Act. 

Sec. 3. All bills introduced in either House of Congress providing for the 
issuance of a commemorative coin shall be submitted to the Commission for 
its approval by the Senate or House committee to which it was referred. In 
determining whether any such bill shall be approved, the Commission shall 
take into consideration the national importance of the event to be com- 
memorated. In the event the Commission disapproves any such bill pending 
before any such committee of the Senate or House because the event to be 
commemorated is not of sufficient national importance, no further action 
shall be taken on it. In no case shall more than ten such bills be approved 
by the Commission during any one session of the Congress. 

Sec. 4. No such bill shall be approved by the Commission unless it pro- 
vides that (1) the coins authorized to be issued shall be coined at one mint 
of the United States, to be designated by the Director of the Mint; (2) such 
coins shall be silver 50-cent pieces of standard size, weight, and composition 
and of a special appropriate single design to be fixed by the Director of the 
Mint, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury; (3) the United 
States shall not be subject to the expense of making the necessary dies and 
other preparations for such coinage; (4) such coins shall bear the date of 
the year in which they are authorized and shall all be issued within one 
year from the date of enactment of the authorizing Act; (6) such coins 
shall be legal tender in any payment to the amount of their face value; (6) 
not less than twenty-five thousand such coins shall be issued at any one 
time; (7) such coins may be disposed of at par or at a premium by the 
association, committee, or other organization to whom they are issued and 
that the net proceeds be used by such association, committee, or other or- 
ganization in defraying the expenses incidental and appropriate to the com- 
memoration of such event; and (8) all laws in force on the date of enact- 
ment of the authorizing Act relating to the subsidiary silver coins of the 
United States and the coining or striking of the same, regulating and guard- 
ing the process of coinage, providing for the purchase of material, and for 
the transportation, distribution, and redemption of coins, for the prevention 
of debasement or counterfeiting, for the security of the coins, or for any 
other purposes, whether such laws are penal or otherwise, shall, so far as 
applicable, apply to the coinage authorized in such Act. 

Sec. 5. All Acts authorizing the issuance of commemorative coins are 
hereby repealed; but all coins that have been minted under any such Act 
and not issued, shall be issued to the organization provided for in accord- 
ance with the provisions of such authorizing Act. 

Sec. 6. There is hereby authorized to be appropriated such sums as may 
be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act.

ROBERT ROBERTSON. 

Robert Robertson, assistant curator of the American Numismatic Society, 
died suddenly at his home in Brooklyn on January 22. He had been in poor 
health for some time, but was able to attend to his duties up to the day 
before his death. 

Mr. Robertson was born in Stockholm, Sweden, on September 12, 1869. 
He was the son of an artist, Carl Robert Grdnvall, from whom he inherited 
a talent for painting. He studied art from an early age, and at 14 was the 
youngest person who had ever been admitted to the National Museum for 
the purpose of copying. His father died while he was young, and his mother 
married a second time and later came to this country. He followed in 1892. 

Finding his name hard to pronounce in this country, he followed a Swedish 
custom of changing it by adding “son” to his father’s name. He found it

extremely hard getting work that satisfied him in this country and essayed 
many different kinds of jobs. For many years he was a machinist in the 
Brooklyn Watchcase Company, but was always endeavoring to associate 
himself with art or the art trade. He did much free-lance work in interior 
decorating, art “for art’s sake,” and photography. 

At the time of the World War he was a foreman in the Automatic Products 
Company which was busy with munition products. Shortly after the war he 
was with Guttag Brothers, and later went into the coin business for himself. 
He became associated as assistant curator with the American Numismatic 
Society in the summer of 1927, where he remained until his death. 

From early childhood he was a collector. His interest in coins remained 
constant and he collected whenever he could afford to do so. He formed 
one of the finest collections of Swedish coins in the world. This collection 
is now in the cabinet of the American Numismatic Society. 

In 193 5 the Swedish Government conferred on him the decoration of 
Knight of the Order of Vasa, First Class, for his many donations to the 
national coin collection. 

His interest in boys and their activities has always been keen. A resident 
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of Brooklyn for many years, he has been associated with the boys in his 
parish and had formed on two different occasions bands and drum corps, 
and in recent years took special delight in helping small boys of the parish 
better themselves, taking groups of boys on outings, etc. 

His funeral was attended by a large number of the people in the parish. 
The Fife and Drum Corps and Boy Scout organizations led a parade from 
the funeral parlor to the church and then passed by his home.

A motion was passed that the club send a check of $5 to the American

FREE AND UNLIMITED COINAGE OF COMMEMORATIVES. 


Editor The Numismatist: 

One of the very few sensible expressions on the subject of commemora- 
tives is the letter of Henry Aktovitz in the January issue of The Numisma- 
tist. There has been plenty of the other kind, goodness knows, both oral 
and written, during the past several years. The above-named gentleman 
states that he is making no fuss about lacking certain pieces. In that he 
differs much from those supposed to be interested in collecting these pieces, 
judging from the views of such with whom the writer has come in touch. 
This brand of collector is not satisfied with one specimmi, but puts up a 
squawk if he is denied more than a dozen at least, and inaugurates a one- 
man campaign against the method of issuing, the inequality of distribution 
and anything else that doesn’t meet his entire approval, even the coins 
themselves. The fact is that many of these objectors are only vest-pocket 
peddlers and not simon-pure collectors at all, a charge they will, no doubt, 
heatedly and, in their own minds at least, honestly refute. But let one of 
them get hold of a mittful to speculate with and he has no tears for the 
“poor collector’’ over whose sorrows in connection with some previous alleg- 
edly juggled issue be declaimed loudly at club meetings and penned letters 
of indignant protest to commissions, to Congressmen, to the U. S. Treasury

There is another species of collector, who, perhaps it should be said in 
justice, does not classify under the foregoing description, but who is afflicted 
with an itch for regulation. He may not collect commemoratives at all, but, 
nevertheless, wants them issued so and so, only so many each year and then, 
only for certain events the nature of which he indicates. The limit of four 
a year suggested at the 193 6 A. N. A. convention is a case in point. Why 
four? Why not two only? If they are so objectionable, why not at all? 
This last has been seemingly suggested both in the pages of The Numisma- 
tist and to the writer, who has only to say that when, by continuous and 
thoughtless agitation, this situation is brought about, collectors of com- 
memoratives can take up tobacco tags or cigar bands. 

It is not just clear why, if collecting is painful, or if an issue of coins is 
not desirable to anyone, that party should worry or concern himself about 
it at all. There is no section of these coinage acts that provides penalties 
for not collecting them. 

I, like Mr. Aktovitz, am for the free and unlimited coinage of commemo- 
rative half dollars in any ratio whatsoever, to celebrate any event anywhere 
in the U. S. A. All collectors who feel likewise will join in asking those 
who do not care enough for these issues to look forward to them with eager- 
ness rather than nausea to please lay off and let coinage take its own natural 
— so to speak — course.
